The Old School Once Taught by William 
H. Seward, 

EATONTON, Ga., August 12.—[Special.]—To- 
morrow the great reunion of the pupils of 
Phenix academy will take place; and the in- 
dications ere that thousands will be in attend- 
ance. Fesides havirg been the alma mater of 
Secre tary L, Q. C. Lamar, ex- 
United States Senator Alfred Iverson, 
Joe! ‘Chandler Harris (Uncie Remus) 
and others, it is noted as the _ school 
once tuught by the great New Yerk statesman, 
William H. Seward. In the woods to the 
rigLt just opposite to the Dr. Johnson resi- 
dence is where the old union schoolhouse used 
tostavd. jt was burned dowa years ago, and 
the nc w academy which arose trom the ashes 
of this one was called Pheeasix in allusion to 


the fabled Ph«enix of mythology. In the old 
academy William H. Seward taught 
echool in the year 1519. Mr. Sew- 
ard was a youth, not quite twenty 


years of age. On eccount of a difference be- 
twecn himself and his father, in reference to 
the completion of his education, he deter- 
mined to leave the parental home and try his 
fortune in the seuth. He left home without 
saying good-bye, and his father was ignorant 
as to where he went. Oa reaching Georgia, 
his eyes felluponan advertisement in one of 
the Millecgeville newspapers, of a vacancy 
in thisschoo! and the desire of the patrons to 
procure the services of ateacher. He was on 
the ground without delay. and was soon in- 
stalled in the schooi. The story runs that 
when became bis fands were reduced to a 
single two dollar bill, and this he spent with- 
in a week fora silk cravat. Tradition makes 
bim uo great hero at this time, but he 
achieved a medium success, and was proceed- 
ing with his duties quite satisfactorily, when 
tefore the end of a year his father discovered 
his whereabouts and either came or sent and 
induced him to put a substitute in the school 
and return tohis northern home. 

In the year 1845 Mr. Seward, who had then 
achieved a reputation second to none but the 
immortal trio, Clay, Calhoun and Webster, 
came to this neighborhood and visited the 
scene of his youthful labors. He was a whig 
then, and the whig boys of the school were 
ready to throw up their hats and hurrah for 
him, but there were so many democra's among 
therm that they abandoned the project and he 
passed the schoo] without a salute. 

Colonel W. A. Wilson, the historian of the 
occasion of tomorrow, tells an interesting story 
about Mr. Seward, thus: 

My grandfather, Colonel W. Adams, was 
among his patrons, and [ think my mother 
wes among his pupils; if so, however, she wa3 
one of the youngest, and this brings me to my 
story. At the close of the war I was a prisoner 
at Fort Delaware. Lee had surrendered the 
remvant of the army of Northern Virginia at 
Appomattox, and Johnson in North Carolina 
had surrendered not only the army in his 
presence, but all] troops and stores east of the 
Chattahoochee river, and the war was mani- 
festiy ended. Every prisoner thought of 
home, and how to get there soonest. Some 
by applying to influential friends in 
the north bad obtained release, and all were 
casting about for somesuch help. My case 
seemed hopeless; I knew no soul north of 
Mason’s or Dixon’s line, and must wait the 
slow motion of the general discharge of pris- 
oners, and my name among the W’s near the 
bottcem of the list. It might be months before 
it reached me. But I bethought me of Seward 
the great premier of the victorious cabinet. I 
had teen in the papers that he hada dangh: 
ter, Miss Fannie Seward,and I resolved to 
try the fortune of adie by making an appeal 
io her. I wrote herin my best vein, recall- 
ing bow, before my birth or hers, my mother 
hed been » pupil of her father’s in the far off 
Georgia school, giving names that I knew her 


father would remember, and asking 
her to interpose for my early deliv- 
erance. This letter was dispatched 
on Friday; on the Monday folluwing 


the answer came. It was not from Miss Fan- 
nie berself nor from her father. It was signed 
“A. Anthony Gutnam.” Theansvwer said that 
the secretary of state had directed the writer 
to inform me “tbat an order for my immediate 
release hed been signed by the president and 
sent tothe office of the secretary of war.” It 
said nothing about my letter nor Miss Fannie 
Seward, but it brought the boon I longed for. 
I took her silence to mean that communica- 
tion not open and correspondence from rebels 
euch as I was not solicited, so I took it out in 
thanking the good Lord for my deliverance, 
and have never thanked Miss Fannie yet ex: 
cept in the recesses of a grateful heart. My 
wife always wanted me to write her anyhow, 
“for,” said she, *‘she has made us all so happy 
that I want her to know it, and I know a let- 
ter from you will be gratifyingaoher.”’ I al- 
wost wi. h that I had written.

To a stout limb, fifteen feet from the 
ground, toa spreading shade tree that stood 
in front of the house, 

THEY ATTACHED THE ROPE, 
a good hempen cord an inch in diameter, 
obtained from the shops. 

Moore was then called upon to make his 
statement. He began praying and pleading 
for mercy, saying that if he did the deed that 
he was drunk; that he remembered nothing 
after leaving thedepot. The rope was placed 
around his neck and many vigorous hands 
joined in swinging him in the air. 

The first knot was too slack, and the pris- 
oner fellto the ground moaning and strug- 
gling in the death agony. A wild cry was 
raised: 

“He is not dead, swing him again.” 

The rope was lowered, a man ascended the 
tree, and in a jesting way said: 

“Throw her up, but don’t let her drop, it is 
bad luck,” 

Taking the rope in his hands he remarked: 

“T wonder who in the h—11 tied this rope.” 

Rapidly adjustiug it he again lowered it and 
Jim Moore, the rapist, was 

LAUNCHED INTO ETERNITY. 

A few struggles and the body hung stiff and 
stark inthe light of the waning moon, A 
handkerchief was tied over his eyes and his 
hands were tied behind him, and 
the crowd, having gratified their passions for 
revenge, slowly dispersed. Sheriff Wetcott, 
Jailer Birdsong, Mayor Price, Chief Wiley and 
the policemen did their whole duty defend- 
ing the prisoner as long as he was defensible.

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BLAINE FOR PROHIBITION 


REPORT THAT HE WILL COMB OUT 
SQUARELY FOR IT. 


His Policy to Breek the Solid South With « Cold 
Water Plank in 1886—Deserters to the Tem- 
perance Foid Must be Checked - Patrick 
Ford Plotting at Bar Harbor. 


Bar Harpor, August 12,—A close, personal 
friend of Mr. Blaine says the prohibition 
movement in this state, which is fast assum- 
ing considerable importance, is causing Mr. 
Blaine more uneasiness than anything else, 
and he is now preparing a speech in which he 
proposes to come out flat-footed in favor of the 
strict and impartial enforcement of the prohib- 
itoy law. “Mr. Blaine realizes,” said the gen- 
tleman, ‘‘that the prohibitory issue is growing 
throughout the country, andin 1888 will un- 
doubted]y be a power. In his fight for the 
republican nomination he has no hope of se- 
curing the Ohio delegation, and it is therefore 
no object for him to cater to the Germans of 
that state, ashe did in 1884, by refraining 
from voting on the prohibitory amendment, 
Just now the temperance issue is very strong 
in the south, and he beiieves the solid south 
can ve broken on that issue in 1838, and that 
it is essential for him to declare his allegiance 
to prohibstion now in order to reap the benefit 
of a break down there.” 

From another source, Mr. Blaine is reported 
to be considering the absolute importance of 
doing something to stem the tide of republi- 
cans who are leaving their party to join 
hands with the prohibitionists of Maine, who 
are being led in a masterly manner by Neal 
Dow. He believes the tem ce republi- 
cans of New York beat him 1884, and he 
doesn’t want the temperance republicans of 
Maine to beat his candidate for governor in 
1886, for it would be dangerous to his plans for

MR. BLAINE'’S MOVEMENTS.

OUT IN MEETING, 


He Tillie Row Americans Are Treated in Mexico, and 
Givesan Interesting History of the Mexican 
Geverrment-He Wante War * With 
Mexico, and Wants it Quick, Too, 


“If the United States don’t wipe up the 
face of the earth with Mexico, all Americans 
now living there will be compelled to vacate 
or seek protection under the British flag.” 

The speaker was a tall, handsome gentle- 
man with light hbairand chin whiskers, and 
as he uttered the words hia eyes fairly danced. 
He was no less a personage than Mr. Josiah 
Flournoy, a former citizen of Columbus, 
Georgia, but now a resident of Sinaloa, Mex- 
Ico, 
“When did you go to Mex’co?” asked the 
reporte.. 

“I went first in 1579 from Arizona.” was 
the reply. 

“And your business?’ 

“Mining and engineering. By profession I 
am a civil engineer, and was constructing en- 
gineer of a part of the Mexican Central road.” 

HIS OPINION OF MEXICO, 

“It appears from your remarks that you have 
soured on Mexico,” 

“No, not on Mexico, but her people. I want 
this matter agitated until we get relief from 
the injustice done Americans. We are not 
treated with the same consideration that the 
Germane, English and French subjects are, 
Why, when we threaten to call on our govern- 
ment they treat us with perfect contempt and 
say the United States won’t aid us,” 

“Don’t it look that way?” 

‘Indeed it does, but uv to this time they did 
not know but thatthe United States would 
stand by us and see that we got justice. It is 
just plainly this: if the Cutting affair is not 
taken in hands by the United States we will 
have to put ourselves under the protection of 
the British flag or vacate Mexico, There is 
no dodging this. 1 have lived there long 
enough to know what I am talking about. 
The Mexicans will consider it a victory and it 
will be, too. It does me good tosee the press 
as outspoken as it is,and1 do hope they will 

KEEP UP THE GOOD WORK 

until matters are brought to aclose. It will 
never do to let those dirty Mexicans down the 
United States. I talk just this wayin Mexico, 
and | would die before i would be trod upon 
by them. Thoy are as mean and treacherous 
as Old Nick would have them be. Ali Ameri- 
cans who reside in Mexico and claim that 
they are fully protected in ali their rights, 
and that no advantage is ever taken of their 
being Americans, do so for fear that their lives 
and property are in danger if they speak out 
the truth, I Ekuow this is the truth, and they 
lie when they say it is not.” 

Where is the American consul” 

“The Amelican consulin Mexico has been 
generally an old fossil intermarried with a 
Mexican womantand doing business with 
Mexicans, and it was to his personal interest 
to “side in” withthe Mexicans, which he 
generally did. Uptothe advent of the dem- 
ccratic administration it was useless to appeal 
to the American consuls for redress of any 
grievances, and Americans there bore their 
wrongs aud held their peace. About the only 
way jeft fur an American to protect himself 
now in Mexico is to claim to be a British sub- 
ject,” 

TEXAS COULD WHIP HER. 

“Would it be much trouble to clean 
Mexico?’ 

“It would not. I believe Texas could whip 
her. Their troops! Good gracious! black- 
guards and thieves. The regular army is made 
up of convicted criminals.” 

“Criminals?” 

Yes; when they find a man guilty of any 
crime they send him tothe regulararmy for 
so many years. Now ain’t that a fine old lay 
out tobe biufilng the United States? They 
need a good licking, but I am afraid will 
never get it.” 

“It would be a joke on Cutting if they should 
make a Mexican soldier of him?” 

“It would not be atallincompatible with 
the Mexican idea. If there is any way of do.

“Are the Mexican troops well armed?” 

“Well armed? No. They have nothing 
but old Remington rifles.

‘You appear to want war?” 

“I want Americans to be given their rizhts 
in Mexico. Thatis what I wantand I shall 
contend for it. There is a good deal of differ- 
ence in being tried by an English court of 
justice and a Mexican court of injustce. What 
American citizen has been triedand condemn- 

by any European power for 

crimes committed? on* Amer- 

Nore, sir. The governor has 

power and control over every official except 

the federal judge. The entire machinery is 

run by fraud and corrup'ion. Bribery is prac- 

ticed from the highest to the lowest official. 

Yon have to deal with a Mexican just like a 
thief. I have bad dealings with them.” 

THEY HAVE NO PROTECTION, 

“An American has no protection?’ 

“None whatever. To show what protection 
the British have, Hepburn, an English sub. 
ject, was shot in a riot at Pinwsaltos. The 
riot was provoked by the Mexicans, and with- 
in twenty-four hours troops were sent 
and a half dozen of the ring 
leaders shot. Then take the case of Judge 
Cooper, of Tennessee, whoin 1554 was mas- 
sacred in sight ofthe city of Caliaccau.
